Then came the great tion of 
the Church under Elizabeth. testants in 
Ireland had for long denied the existence of 
this persecution, and had maintained that 
those who were executed died, not as Catholic 
martyrs, but as political prisoners. The con- 
temporary accounts of a martyrdom such as 
that endured by Archbishop Dermod 0“ Hurley 
here in Dublin, or the actual letters written 
by Archbishop Richard Creagh from his 
prison in London, show how false those ex- 
planations were, The lecturer quoted trom 
the Acts of the Martyrdom of the two hishops 
and from some of their contemporaries, and 
pointed out that the Society of Jesus could 
claim the honour of their first martyr as 
carly as 1572, when a young Limerick student, 
Kuümund Daniel, suffered death for the Faith 
in Cork. But martyrdom for the Faith was 
the lot of far more than Bishops, priests and 
members of the great religious orders, He re- 
minded his congregation of the words in 
which Edmund Spenser, the English poet, had 
described the sufferings of the Irish people in 
Munster during those terrible days, Ulster 
and Connaught fared as hardly, and, it might 
truly be said that—apart from the 174 martyrs 
who had been ehosen by the Irish Hierarchy 
as candidates for the honours « ie altar— 
many thousands of unamed Irish men and 
women gave life and all that make life worth 


‘living for the divine treasure of the Catholic 


Faith. 

Under James the First the persecution was 
less active, and the lecturer quoted the ac- 
counts of the martyrdom of Cornelius 
O Devaney, the Franciscan Bishop of Down 
and Connor, who endured martyrdom in 1 pa 
in the year 1611. And was it not, he said. 
signal proof of the courage shown by Irish 
women for the defence of the Faith that only 
a few years after so terrible an example the 
first Irish Poor Clare Nuns came to blin 
and established themselves in a convent right 
under the eyes of the English Government. 
Vor two years they held to their rule in the 
midst of many dangers, and then were forces 
to take refuge in the West of Ireland, where 
English power was unable to hurt them. 

The rise of the Puritan Party in England 
brought fresh dangers and — to the 
Catholics of Ireland, Father Gwynn quoted 
extracts to show what Catholics were i — 
to suffer from the army of Inchiquin in the 
Province of Munster, their expulsion 
from the City of Cork, má the 
| eee massacre at the Rock of 

ashel. Then came Cromwell in person, and 
the list of Irish martyrs was added to at 
Drogheda and Wexford. After Cromwell’s 
departure from Ireland the persecution was 
continued, and Terence O'Brien, the Domini- 
can Bishop of Emly, was one of the great 
names on the roll of Irish martyrs, ith 
the fall of Limerick and Galway the Irish 
Catholics had lost their last places of re- 
fuge, and the whole country Jay at the 
mercy of the conqueror, ready for the ‘inal, 
long-sustained persecution of the )'enal 
Laws, 

Before the era of martyrdom was c! sed, 
one name, said Father Gwynn—and, per- 
haps, the greatest of all—was added to the 
list. Oliver Plunket fell a victim to the 
fresh outbreak of Protestant fanaticism 
occasioned by the so-called conspiracy dis- 
covered by Titus Oates, His personality 
was better known than that of any other 
Irish martyr, and they found in the story 
of his sufferings for the Faith all the quali- 
ties which had made the tales of Christian 
martyrdom unique in the history of the 
world.

be held at Malines ugfer the presidency of 
Cardinal Mercier, who with Monsignor Van 
Roey and the Abbé Boprtal, shosid represent 
the Roman Church. The lean Com- 
munion was represented by * Dean of 
Wells, Rev. W. H. Free and Lord Halifax. 
The first meeting of thé conference was of a 
private nature, having no official recognition 
by authority, Subsequeritly the Archbishop of 
Canterbury var MÉ ta have official cegni- 
sance of the arrangements provided that a 
corresponding cognisance were given by the 
Vatican. On this eondition His Grace ex: 
pressed himself as satisfied.’’ The number 
of members was increased by the addition of 
Bishop Gore and Dr. Kidd, with a similar 
increase on the Roman side. 

During the course of these ‘' conversa- 
tions some anxiety was manifest among 
both Anglicans and Romans. The _ publica- 
tion of the report was awaited eagerly. But, 
for certuin reasons, such publication was 
* ed until the beginning of last ＋ 

le most interesting section of the report 
is ‘thet presented by the representatives of 
the Roman Church. Accordin ng to this docu- 
ment, the Anglicans agreed that the Thirty- 
nine Articles of — (signed at ordina- 
tion) may be interpreted in such a way as 
‘would reconcile them with the teaching of 
the Council of Trent. Moreover, the Angli- 
cans explained that the clergy are no longer 
considered bound to accept all which they 
contain; in fact, many Anglicans consider 
them as practically obsolete. 

As regards the Eucharist, the Anglicans 
appear to have consented to a doctrine hard 
to distinguish from transubstantiation ; while, 
on the question of Papal supremacy, they 
expressed themselves in terms which the 
Roman members consider '' justify a mm 
deal of hope for the future.” That Peter 
was Chief of the Apostles, that the Church 
of England owed its Christianity to Rome. 
that the Pope possesses a primacy among all 
the bishops of Christendom, so that, apart 
from communion with him, there is no hope 
of a ueunited Christendom—on all this 
Anglicans anu Romans “ expressed in com- 
mon certain views. 

It is startlingly clear,” writes the Bishop 
of Armagh, that a successful outcome of the 
Malines movement would destroy the 
Protestant character of the Church of Eng- 
land.”’ Such a “ successful outcome, how. 
ever, received its death blow with the publi- 
cation of an Eveyclical Letter from Pius XI., 
which appeared in the same month as the 
Malines Report. His Holiness forbids tho 
faithful to join in conference with non 
Catholics," describing such gatherings 15 
‘‘motley assemblies. He decla the 
dogmas of the Church to be of equal 
euthority—the infallible teaching authority of 
the Roman Pontiff must be believed with 
the same faith as the Incarnation of our 
Lord. There can be no compromise; thers 
can be no terms of re-union save submission. 
With the one Church no man can be or 
remain who does not obey the authority of 
Peter and his legitimate successors. 

Thus it is clear that the approach to Rome 
in the present century has met with a like 
result as the approach which marked the 
closing decades of the last.

She bolted the door, and he 
went away. 

James Cronin, a former companion of 
Curtin, gave evidence of having often seen 
young Ryan on the river bank.

She last saw him alive at about 2 o'clock 
on September 13. 

Maureen Ryan, sister of Eugene Ryan, 
said that she saw the prisoner and her 
brother on the river bank on September 18.

THE DEFENCE. 

Opening the case for the defence, Mr. 
Cawley said that the prisoner, when he found 
the body, took it upon himself to say that 
he caused the death of the child in order 
to bring disgrace on his family, with whom 
he was on bad terms. 
Giving evidence, Edmund Curtin, the 
prisoner, said that he was in the Saorstat 
Army Reserve, and worked in various places 
since he had left school. He had quarrels 
with his parents, and often slept out for 
months at a time. On September 13 he was 
on the river bank, where he saw the weeds 
beaten down at a particular spot. He went 
to that place, where he found young Ryan 
drowned. It occurred to him all of a sudden 
that this was a chance for him to disgrace 
his people. He never had been in the 
company of young Ryan. He went to 
Cronin's, and after writing a letter he went 
home. When his mother referred to Miss 
Brigdale he toid her that she could now 
keep the door shut whenever she liked. 
Afterwards he went to the Courthouse, where 
he saw Guard Griffin. He asked the Guard 
if he was busy, and if he would take a 
case. The Guard said that he would, and he 
conducted the Guard to the river. When he 
told the Guard that he had drowned the 
child the Guard charged him. The Guard 
said to him that he should have committed 
larcehy or some less serious crime. 

A LETTER. 
Witness told the Guard that there were 
twelve in the family, and that he was the 
only one they did not want. He wrote the 
following letter to Nora McGrath —'' My 
dearest Nora,—My last letter to you. I am 
sorry for what happened to me. You will 
see it in the papers any day now. I was 
drove to it. dim ot a fair chance at 
home, dearest.

THE LAW IN THE FREE STATE. 
(BEFORE MR JUSTICE HANNA.) 
Judgment was delivered in the case of 
the London Finance and Discount Company, 
Limited, 27 Victorm street, Belfast, against 
Robert Joseph Butler and his wife, who re- 
side in Dublin, 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that the question 
involved in this case was whether a money 
lending firm registered in Northern Ireland, 
but not registered at an address in the Irish 
Free State, can take proceedings in the 
Courts of the Irish Free State in respect of 
a loan made here. The relevant facts for 
the decision of this point were as follows :— 
The defendants reside in Dublin. The 
plaintiff company are money lenders regis- 
tered in Northern Ireland and having an 
office in Belfast. The defendants got into 
touch with the plaintiffs through an adver- 
tisement or advertisements seen by them in 
a well-known paper published in Dublin, the. 
advertisement offering to borrowers the usual 
attractions of privacy, low interest, etc. The 
plaintiff company is not registered at any 
address in the Free State. 
After some preliminary correspondence 
with and from the Belfast office a represen- 
tative of the plaintiff company came to Dub- 
lin several times on their behalf, and finally 
carried out the entire transaction here. The 
concluded lodn was on these terms :—The 
defendants were to reeeive £140 in cash cn 
the terms of paying £200 in eleven monthly 
instalments of £10 each, and the balance on 
the twelfth month, also entering into a 
penalty bond for £400 defeasible en pay- 
ment of £200, with warrant of attorney to 
enter judgment thereon, and further giving 
a second mortgage on the defendant's house 
for the sum of £200, with 5 per cent. in- 
terest. This arrangement was made in Dub- 
lin, the money paid over there in cash, and 
the legal documents were drawn up and 
signed in Dublin by a solicitor, nominated 
by the plaintiffs’ representative, but paid by 
the defendants. 


THE CASE REVIEWED. 
The instalments were regularly paid, and 
the balance due on the last instalment, £90, 
was dealt with in a new arrangement by way 
of renewal, with a further advance. The 
plaintiffs’ representative again came to Dublin 
from Belfast, and made the entire arrange- 
ments here. A sum of £140 was again to 
be advanced on the same terms. The plain- 
tiffs’ representative retained the £90 of the 
old balance out of it to clear off the old 
loan and paid over to the defendants only 
the sum of £50. The defendants were to 


discharge this new liability by paying £200 
in eleven monthly instalments of £10 each, 
the balance to become due on the 


twelfth month, as before, another penalty 
bond for £400 being given. The le ol dove 
ments were prepared by the plaintifts” solici- 
tor in Dublin, executed there, and paid for 
by the defendants. Ten instalments were 
duly paid, but, in the end, owing to a dis- 
ute over the method of clearing up the 
ast £10 and the £90 balance, and a sug- 
gestion by the defendants to take their bor- 
rowing transactions elsewhere, the plaintiff 
company marked judgment for £100 under 
the warrant of attorney and bond. 

The matter before me, said Mr. Justice 
Hanna, is the trial of an issue as to whether 
this judgment can be set aside, and, if not, 
to determine if the bargain has been harsh 
and unconscionable, and, if so, what is the 
proper amount of interest to be allowed on 
the actual sum borrowed. Having regard to 
the legal defences raised, it might have been 
more convenient to have set the judgment 
aside, and allowed the plaintiffs to proceed 
on their hond, but I have the materials be- 
fore Me to determine under this issue any 
defences which the defendants may have. The 
main point relied upon by the defendants is 
that in order to be in a position to enforce 
the original loan transaction, and the bond 
on which judgment has been marked, the 
plaintiff company must be registered at an 
address in the Irish Free State. The money- 
lenders answer this by the allegation that 
they do not carry on the business of money- 
lenders in the Free State, and that the facts 
of the case fall within the decision of Kirk- 
wood v. Gatt (1910 appeal cases), to the 
effect that 21 a representative to a 
Mace other than the registered address to 
mer over money and obtain documents as 
security or otherwise does not constitute a 
“carrying on the business of money-lend- 
ing " at the latter place.

A Belfast Censorship. 


In the forceful sermon on gambling 
which he preached in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral on Sunday last, the Most Rev. 
Dr. Gregg, Archbishop of Dublin, had a 
quiet tilt at the bhen censorship of 

ree State. After re- 
ferring to the manner in which certain 
newspapers pander to the gambling 
craze in the most corrupting way in 
connection with racing, his Grace de- 
clared that some control in the matter un- 
doubtedly was needed, but suggested that is 
our legislators would hardly care to face 
the risk of censoring Press matter which

Eventually, however, the Corporation 
realised the futility of their limited 
censorship, and the fearsome smudges of 
black disappeared from the free library 
papers, but not before the city fathers 
had been subjected to a good deal of 
ridicule, 


An Ulster Critic. 


That most caustic of Northerners, Mr. 
St. John G. Ervine, has been treading on 
the toes of some people in the United 
States, where he is at present writing on 
the American theatre in the New York 
World, Southern Irishmen are now quite 
accustomed to the lash which Mr. Ervine 
handles so effectively, but visitors seldom 
treat them with the frankness of the 
author of “Some Impressions of My 
Elders.’’ 

“I happen,” said Mr. Ervine in one of 
his World articles, “to be a European, 
and, therefore, a civilised person.” This 
was taken to imply that the Americans 
were barbarians and the American Pres* 
was stili more scandalised, when Ervine, 
in his best Parnell ” manner, poked fun 
of a personal kind at a famous American 
producer of musical plays. 

Qne journal went so far as to say: “In 
the interests of international peace and 
friendly understanding some things ought 
to be prevented by law. Among those 
which com in mind immediately are (1) 
books about the United States by visiting 
Englishmen—especially visiting English 
lecturers, (2) Mr. St. John Ervine’s drama 
column in the New York World.”’ 

That gave Mr. Ervine his opportunity, 
and in his rejoinder he showed that he 
has mastered the American idiom as 
thoroughly as his mother tongue. To 
crown his retort he added: I happen 
not to be English at all, but to be an 
Ulsterman, without one drop of English 
blood in my veins.“ 

If Mr. Ervine crosses pens with Mr. 
Ernest Boyd while he is out there, it will 
be a case of Greek meeting Greek; and 
if, on his return to Europe, he prints his 
impressions of his American critics, his 
book will make lively reading. 


“ Howlers.” 


Some schoolboy ‘‘howlers’” quoted 
tecently in the Diary were recalled, 
somewhat paradoxically, to my mind the 
other day, on reading Macaulay’s early 
letters to his mother ; perhaps, because the 
future great historian was so constitution- 
ally incapable of committing a ‘‘ howler.”’ 
At the age of twelve we find him writing: 
“My dear Mamma.—Pursuant to my 
promise, I resume my pen to write to you 
with the greatest pleasure, and ‘* every- 
thing now seems to feel the influence of 
Spring.” He mentions that he is reading, 
for diversion, Plutarch’s Lives, 
Milner’s “ Ecclesiastical History, and 
Fenelon’s ‘‘ Dialogues of the Dead.” At 
the age of seven this remarkable child 
wrote 4 Compendium of Universal 
History.” But he must have been a great 
trial to his schoolfellows, for he always 
spelled correctly, always put commas in 
the right places, and always used the 
biggest words in the dictionary.

The opening movement and the 
deepiy-felt adagio did. indeed, incline to 
be dark, but there was ample contrast in 
& scherzo that used all three instruments 
in a scheme of dazzling brilliance, and ina 
Rondo that played happily with the hunting. 
horn suggestion, which arose naturally from 
the presence of the horn in the combination. 

Brahms counted, of course, on having an 
expert horn-plaver in the work, and N. 
Aubrey Thonger’s playing was worthy of the 
part provided by the composer. Earlier in 
the afternoon he had given proof of his skill 
by successful negotiation of troublesome pas- 
sages in a concerto for horn by Mozart, who 
was not altogether a considerate writer for 
the instrument; and at night he took part in 
a sonata for horn and piano by Beethoren. 

Miss Marjorie Hayward gave evidence in 
the trio of having paid careful attention, like 
the true artist she is, to the special needs of 
the unwanted association of solo violin with 
solo horn. She has heen known, of course, 
for some years as a distinguished exponet 
of the more important sonatas for violin with 
piano, and her performance with Mrs. 
Hobday of the César Franck sonata was not 
the least of the events of the afternoon.

Proportional Representation Doomed : De-Rating

zion, Was an event of unusual interest 
which was welcomed by all sections of the 
community. er message to the ex- 
Service men was one of hope and courage, 
and her advice to them to stand shoulder 
to shoulder in their cause will be readily 
and cheerfully observed. Perhaps, Lady 
Haig's most significant comment was 
that, so far as the Legion was concerned, 
there was no border in Ireland, as ‘‘North 
and South does not count. 

Later on, Lord Craigavon, in addressing 
the meeting, advised those in charge of 
the Legion, at all costs, to keep politics 
out of their Association, solely in the 
interests of the officers and men, and not 
because it might help politicians to escape 
any difficulties. This was a refreshing 
sontiment for the Unionist leader, who so 
frequently presses his political principles 
for acceptance, but it was well meant; for 
in such an Organisation, whieh includes 
varying shades of thought. the introduction 
of controversial questions would rapidly 
lead to disruption. 

The Premier also paid a tribute to both 
North and South for théir splendid 
eee when the call came to join the 
Colours, and in this mood he was at his 
best, unconsciously winning the regard of 
those who do not always agree with him 
in policy. He promised the Legion that, 
not as Prime Minister. but as James 
Craig, of the old North Down Militia, he 
would do all in his power to meet any 
reasonable proposition put forward in the 
interests of ox-Service men generally, and 
the manner of his speech, as well as its 
content, was much appreciated. With the 
approach of the elections, a conciliatory 
campaign is coming into prominence. 


BROAD TOLERANCE. 


We had another conference during the 
week-erid which also had certain features 
of interest. The members of the Inter- 
University Commerce Association met in 
the Queen’s University, Belfast, when 
they were addressed by Mr. Frank 
‘Anderson, Prosident of the local Chamber 
of Commerce, the Lord Mayor being in 
tho chair. The speaker commented on the 
advantages that might be derived from 
the development of the principles of 
imperial preference, but Professor 
Meredith said that they must look for a 
revival of prosperity, first and foremost, 
to the development of trade within their 
own territory. 

This is a sensible suggestion which is 
worthy of consideration on both sides of 
the border. At the subsequent dinner to 
the delegates, Mr. D. T. Boyd, in pro- 
posing the toast of Our Guests,“ said that 
they were 8 * glad to see the repre- 
sentatives — the Free State, because 
ho said, education knows no boundary.’

Department, held an inquiry in Howth yester- 
day into the application of Mr. P. J. Meghan, 
B. E., Commissioner for the Urban District, 
tor sanction to a loan of £4,900 for the con- 
struction of new sewers and £35,000 for the 
provision. of bathing facilities and improve- 
went work in the township generally. 

Examined by Mr. J. Hunter, solicitor to 
the Council, Mr. J. Moore, clerk to the 
Council, gave evidence as to the financial posi- 
tion, and said that, as the present application 
was for £7,900, their borrowing powers would 
be exceeded if it was sanctioned. . 

Mr. Meghan, Commissioner, said that it 
was not the intention to go on with some of 
the sewerage works provided for in the pre- 
sent application, and it was for the Inspector 
to say what work was to be postponed. The 
application for £3,0C0 included five different 
works, of which £800 was devoted to the im- 
provement of the sheds at the Royal Hotel, 
of which the Council held the lease from the 
Howth estate. They were originally intended 
for a transformer station, but the Shannon 
scheme abrogated that, and it was now pro- 
posed to restore them, so that they could be 
used for domestic economy classes, the motor 
~~ class and Irish classes. 

nspector—Where are these classes being 
conducted at the present time’—They are 
separated in different parts of the township. 

Mr. Meghan said that £500 was set aside 
for a public lavatory, and, although it was 
recognised that there was great necessity for 
such accommodation, the trouble was to get 
agreement as to a suitable site. 

Towards the acquiring of Balscadden bath- 
ing strand from Mr. Higgins, for which £550 
was set aside for acquisition and £450 for 
improvements, Mr. Meghan said that the 
latter sum would enable them to clear the 
site, erect bathing boxes and such things. 
It was admitted that the bathing facilities 
in the township were not what they should 
be.

Now they 
find that they will be forced to pay 
twenty per cent. more for the cloth which 
they import from England, whilé, as the 
Free State manufacturers are only 
human, they will be forced also to pay 
considerably more for their home made 
materials In the circumstances they 
announce that the livelihood of nearly 
three thousand workers is in jeopardy, 
and insist that the tariff on ready-mades 
must be increased. 

Admittedly, the tweeds and cheviots 
which are manufactured in the Free 
State are the best of their kind ‘in the 
world. The Irish mills have a large 
export trade, and some of the best-known 
London firms deal exclusively in their 
goods. Why, then, do the Free State 
manufacturers need a tariff? One of the 
main causes of the Irish manufacturer's 
failure to oust his overseas competitors 
from the home market is his neglect 
of modern methods. Any

Reclaimed Italy, 


Signor Mussolini was born and bred in 
a village, and he knows the importance of 
the peasant. The Fascist Government 
‘recognises the need for a population 
based on the land, the visible giver of 
life.“ To these facts Mr. F. Yeats 
Brown, writing in The Spectator 
attributes the progress of land reclamation 
in Italy. He describes the transforma- 
tion of certain malarial areas near the 
mouth of the Tiber under the new régime. 
A swamp and a shooting lodg oceupied 
the landscape at Maccarese two years ago; 
now that region is a rich agricultural 
district, employing over 2,000 labeurers. 
Drainage, irrigation and land reclamation 
make up a policy called Lonificazione. 
How much land is amenable to this treat 


ment cannot be gauged at present; but 


Mr. Yeats-Brown thinks that it well may 
be possible to recover enough acres to 
support Italy’s surplus of ‘430,000 souls. 
Twenty years ought to see the whole of 
the land south of Rome brought under 
cultivation. At Maccarese a sum of 
£630,000 has been spent on draining, 
irrigation, sowing’ and equipment with 
dwellings; and the company which has 
undertaken the work under the patronage 
of the State expects to reap a profit of 
7 per cent. The area concerned is a strip 
of red loam, three miles long by two 
broad.

NAME RESTORED TO 


MEDICAE REGISTER. 


Colonel Cecil Norman Rutherford, who was 
recently released from Broadmoor Crimina: 
Lunatic Asylum, has had his name restored to 
the Medicai Register by the General Medica 
Council. 

This decision was reached. yesterday after 
noon at a meeting of the Council. 

“The printed register for 1929 has been 
prepared, and consequently Colonel Ruther 
ford’s name cannot be tneluded in it; but it 
will appear in the 1950 issue, added Air. 
King. His name will, of course, be re 
placed on our private register. 

Colonel Rutherford's name was never 
struck off the register in the accepted sense. 
We, however, at intervals send printed slips 
for persons an the register, to fill up and 
return. Colonel Rutherford while he was 
at Broadmoor had no opportunity of doing 
this, and, consequently, his name came_ out 
of the register. 

It was more a case of Japsing from the 
register than of being struck off. The tact 
that Colonel Rutherford was adjudged insane 
did not affect his right to be on the register. 
We have no power to remove his name on 
that ground.“ 

Colonel Rutherford was found guilty, but 
insane, in 1919, when tried at the Cld Bailey 
for the murder of Major Miles Seton, of the 
Australian forces. He was released from 
Broadmoor a month before the fact was 
officially announced,

of his release was that he should live abroad,

British Minister to Afghanistan, 
gether with the remaining mem- 
bers of the British Legation, ar- 
rived at Peshawar yesterday at 
12.30 p.m. by aeroplane from 
Kabul.

I cannot, possibly avoid, as president of 
of this club, knowing that we have many 
members “who hold different opinions, but 
I can avoid knowing which members hold 
particular views. [ do not want it brought 
to my notice or the notice of the members 
of this club which Church any member 
belongs to. When we come into this room 
we come as Rotarians, and every man in 
the room must follow his own conscience 
completely and absolutely. If he considers 
that his position as a Rotarian .conflicts 
with his conscience, that is a matter for 
himself to decide. 


A REPRESENTATIVE CLUB. 


This movement will not take part in 
any discussion whatever as to the position 
of individual members of Rotary with 
regard to any other body of feeling in the 
world. I think the Dublin club can 
interpret the feelings of the movement as 
a whole, in not taking part in such a 
C ussion. 

If I had said nothing, it would be taken 
for granted that this club did not have 
the moral courage to face the situation 
which has been brought to it. notice. If 
J allowed other members to discuss the 
position, we might land ourselves in a way 
that would lead to disaster. 


SUSPENDING JUDGMENT. 

We have observed that certain state- 
ments are made, and we should entirely 
suspend our judgment on those statements 
until we have them in an authoritative 
form.

HE new tariff on woollens im- 
posed last week by Mr. Blythe 
means thatthe Free State ready-made 
clothing manufacturers will have to 
pay, more for their raw materials, 
and| they are demanding that the 
tariff on imported clothes shall be 
increased to 30 per cent., in order 
to give them a full margin of pro- 
tection against the Leeds and Bel- 
fast manufacturers.

The Ready-made Clothing Manufac- 
turers say that the increase of 5 per cent.

State Minister for Finance in order to 
have the import duty on ready mades 
increased, and a memorandum to this 
effect has been sent to the Minister. 


HIGH TARIFF WALL WANTED. 

„Me do not object to the tax on 
woollens,’’ said a member of the readv- 
made trade yesterday. In fact, we 
believe that the woollen industry required 
the tax of 25 per cent. (20 per cent. in 
the case of Eritish goods), which the 
Minister announced last week; but we do 
not agree that the additional 5 per cent., 
making 20 per cent. duty in all, levied on 
imported clothing, gives us. the same 
amount of effective protection which the 
Minister stated it would give us. 


DIFFICULT TO CARRY ON. 

“Before the 15 per cent. duty_ was 
aoplied,” remarked this manufacturer, 
“there were only about 800 people 
employed in the ready-made clothing in- 
dustry in the Free State. To-day there 
are over 2,800 workers engaged in the 
industry, and if we are not afforded 
greater protection it will be extremely 
difficult to carry on.” 

He added that all this extra employ- 
ment had been given at no extra cost to 
the. consumer. 

In fact,“ he said, the cost to the 
consumer has been reduced. 

How the cost to the consumer has been 
reduced, when during the financial year 
1927-28 revenue from imported clothing 
of all kinds amounted to £655,233, was 
not explained. 

Another manufacturer went so far as to 
say that if a much higher tax on imported 
ready-mades vas not imposed __ to 
counteract the duty on imported materials 
which are.used in the business, the ready

LEEDS MAKES A Our.“ 

Woollen manufacturers welcome the. tax 
on woollens, and see in it a great revival 
in the mills of the Free State. Ready- 
made clothing. manufacturers, however, 
see in it the complete annibilation of their 
industry, if, as they say, ‘‘ we do not get 
a greater measure of protection.“ 

To make matters more serious for the 
Free State ready-made manufacturers 
several “cut, make and trim ” houses in 
Teeds have announced a ten per cent. re- 
duction in their prices. This, the Free 
State manufacturers fear, will take a 
great deal of the trade back to Leeds. 


IRISH OR ENGLISH CLOTH? 

The enthusiasts for Irish manufactured 
materials suggest that the difficulty could 
be got over by using Irish manufactured 
cloths. The reply of the ready-made 
clothing manufacturers is that the Irish 
mills do not make the cloths suitable for 
their trade, and they are compelled to 
import them from England. 

Advocates. of industrial development 
hold the view that several of the Irish 
woollen mills make cloths which are just 
as cheap, and certainly as good as those 
imported from England for the ready- 
made trade. 

All that is required,“ said one of 
these yesterday, is good-will and better 
organisation in the ‘ready-made’ 
factories, With this the output of the 
woollen mills would soon be increased to 
meet the demand. Although the cheaper 
Irish cloths, say from 2s.

Sir William Davison asked the Secretary 
of State for Dominion Affairs why interest 
was not to be paid on the amount of the 
compensation awarded to ex-British civil 
servants in Southern Ireland from the 
date of their retirement, seeing that such 
compensation had, in accordance with the 
judgment of the Privy. Council, been 
wrongfully withheld from them for a 
prolonged period, and that they must have 
lost the interest on tle sum involved in 
many cases for several years. 

Mr. Amery said that the point raised 
in the question was examined before ue 
replied to a question on February 20th, 
when he sta that after full considera- 
tion of the circumstances the Government 
felt that it would not be justified in 
making the payment of interest. 

Sir William Davison asked if the 
Minister was aware that in some cases 
the compensation had been withheld for as 
long as five years. 

Mr. Amery replied that in many cases 
the actual sum was quite smal] in 
amount. 

Sir William. Davison—Is not that a 
very good reason why this grievance 
should be met with interest on the money 
from the date they retired? (Cheers.)

Fears are being expressed for the safety 
of the houses immediately opposite the 
breach in the sea wall along the north 
shore at Greystones, portion of which 
collapsed during last week. The damage 
by last evening’s tide was very extensive, 
and resulted in the water mains being 
torn away for about 200 feet. The bouses 
are now cut off from the supply. 

All the remaining roadway opposite the 
breach has now.completely fallen: away, 
and the boundary wall marking off the 
gardens of the houses has disappeared 
into the cavity below. A few yards of 
ground now separate the houses from the 
edge of the cavity, and the house-owners 
have removed all property, and have de- 
cided to dismantle their homes. 


THREE BUNGALOWS DOOMED. 

During yesterday evening they were 
busily engaged in saving doors, windows, 
roofs, etc, and conveying them away 
safely, leaving only the four walls of the 
houses standing. It is expected that as a 
result of this morning 's tide three charm- 
ing little bungalows, which stand close 
to the water, will be swept out of exist- 
ence. The huge breakers are boring into 
the southern portion of the wall, and the 
filling is being drawn seawards. 

The scene was visited yesterday by 
upwards of one thousand people, includ- 
ing Government officials. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT FAILS. 


To add to the misfortune of the resi- 
dents of the doomed area, the electric 
light supply failed last night, possibly 
through the breaking of the cable, and so 
the place is left in deepest gloom.

PLAGUE BOMBS USED 
BY GERMANS. 


WAR SECRET DISCLOSED 
BY SIR B MOYNIHAN, 


The fact that the Germans dropped 
plague bombs during 1916 -was the war 
secret disclosed last night by Sir Berkeley 
Moynihan, President of the Royal College 
of Surgeons, when he spoke on medicine 
and war at a dinner given in his honour 
at the Authors’ Club, London. 

Sir Berkeley was Chairman of the 
Council of Consultants attached to the 
British Army and Chairman of the Army 
Medical Advisory Board during the war. 

Sir Berkeley said that it bad always 
been stated that in earlier wars bacilli 
were more deadly than bullets | 

We heard in 1910.“ he went on, that 


a lethal weapon; and we actualiy recovered 
plague bacilli from bombs dropped over 
the Fifth Army. Plague is spread by the 
parasite, the flea, on the body of rats. 
So we encouraged cats. Owls were pro- 
tected, and gamekeepers were encouraged 
to keep down the rats, and so prevent the 
spread of ‘plague.”’

Criticism also was levelled at the pro- 
grammes supplied, and one young woman 
complained of the announcer’s voice. <A 
demand was put forward that the high 

wer central station should be erected 
immediately and “that something should 
be done to prevent the tramways inter- 
fering with reception. 


WHY COLONEL BRASE 
RESIGNED. 


BOARD “OUT OF TOUCH 
WITH PUBLIC OPINION.” 
Professor F. E. Hackett, M.A., Ph.D., 


President of the Society, was in the chair, 
and there was a large attendance at the 
meeting. 

Mr. ‘Desmond McAteer, the Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Wireless Society of Ireland, 
proposed: “ That the Advisory Com- 
mittee is out of touch with public opinion 
and should be reconstituted to be more 
representative of listeners.“ He said that 
the purpose of the meeting was mainly to 
help to clear up some of the mysteries 


that surrounded broadcasting in the 
Saorstat. The Wireless Society, as tho 


only body representative of listeners all 
over the country, was taking the initiative 
in the matter. 

By the Wireless Telegraphy Act, 1926, 
the Free State Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs was compelled to set up an 
Advisory Committee to assist and advise 
him in the conduct of broadcasting. . This 
committee possessed no executive powers, 
and its constitution was wholly a matter 
for the Minister. The Act distinctly 
stated that the Minister might «appoint 
any person he pk ased on this cc @ “ittee, 
with the exception of the representatives 
from the Departments of Education and 
Agriculture. The Minister also took the 
liberty of appointing a chairman to the 
committee. The chairman appointed was 
the Permanent Secretary, the Civil 
Service chief, of the Department of 
Posts and Telegraphs. The Director of 
the Dublin Broadcasting Stauon was also 
a member of the Committee. Another 
member was the private secretary to the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister. 

The net result of these and other ap- 
pointments was to side-track the original 
idea of the Advisory Committee, which 
was to act as a liaison between the listen- 


ing public on the one side and the 
Minister and officials on the other. At 
the moment the listening public had 


virtually only. one . representative—that 
was the representative of the Wireless 
Society. The Cork and District Radio 
Association had one representative, but 
on account of the distance of Cork from 
Dublin he had not attended on more than 
two occasions, so that the Cork listeners 
were more or less unrepresented. 


PRESS EXCLUDED. 

The Press were not admitted to meet- 
ings of the Advisory Committee. At a 
recent meeting he (Mr. McAteer), as re- 
presenting the Wireless Society on the 
Committee, and, incidentally, the only re- 
presentative of the general public, had 
raised the matter of the admission of the 
Press, but it was promptly vetoed. It was 
extraordinary that this Committee, which 
was supposed to represent the public, 
though it actually did not, should take 
up such a high-handed attitude. 

As the only representative of the public 
on the Committee, he had found it im- 
possible to get the opinions of the listeners 
put before this Committee. Some months 
ago he had given notice of two resolutions 
for a meeting of the Committee The 
Chairman ruled both resolutions out of 
order. The Chairman did not allow his 
ruling to be challenged, and refused to 
accept a notice of motion that a non- 
official Chairman be elected from the Com- 
mittee. 

The present Committee, as constituted 
and functioning, was not carrying out the 
intentions of the Act, declared Mr. 
McAteer.. The interests represented on 
this Committee were not public. They 
belonged to some official broadeasting con- 
cern or other, or else were Government 
people, with no interests whatsoever. 

On January 5th last he, as honorary 
secretary of the Wireless Society, had 
written to the Minister of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, forwarding a copy of a resolution 
passed by the Executive Committee of 
the Society, which asked the Minister for 
further representation on the Advisory 
Committee. 

In his reply the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister wrote regretting that 
the Minister could not see his way to 
accede to the request, and adding:—“ I 
am to explain that the various interests 
interested in the development of broad- 
casting as a public service are each repre- 
sented by one member, and that any 
alteration in the constitution in this 
respect would be unnecessary and un- 
desirable.“ 

He (Mr. McAteer) then wrote asking for 
a list of the members of the Advisory 
Committee, with an indication of the 
interest represented by each and the date 
of the appointment of each member. 


INFORMATION REFUSED. 
The official reply from the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister came 
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soon afterwards, and was:—“I am 
directed by Mr. Heffernan to say that he 
does not see that any useful purpose 
would be served by giving you the infor- 


mation yor desire.

Again, in 1927 Dr. Larchet brought up 
the question of. afternoon educational 
musical programmes for schools. Seven 
days ago Dr. Larchet was informed that

In reply to a question by Mr. R. Briscoe, 
T. D., as to how often the Advisory Com- 
mittee had met, Mr. MeAteer said that 
since May, 3927, the Committee had met 
thirteen times.

at another a meeting fell through from 
lack of a quorum, and on yet another 
occasion a meeting was adjourned for 
two months for the Christmas holidays.

Mr. Robert Briscoe, T. D., in seconding 
the resolution, said that he saw no reason 
for the attitude taken up by the Minister 
to stop proper representation being given 
to the public, and particularly to those 
engaged in experimental work.

Moving that the proposed high-power 

station be erected forthwith, Mr. MecWhin- 
ney, A. R. C. Sc. D., said it was highly im- 
portant that the people of Ireland should 
hear what was going on in every other 
ountry. 
Fae. Clarke, in seconding, said that all 
parts of Ireland should be within crystal 
range of a high-power station. It would 
enable the farmers and labourers in the 
remote and lonely parts of the country to 
listen-in just as well as the city man. 

Mr. P. A. Hogan said that the high- 
power station would disseminate Irish 
thought and culture to all parts, particularly 
to the exiled Gaels, all of whom would be 
delighted to get in touch with the old land.

INTERFERENCE BY TRAMS. 

Mr. H. E. Greshum moved that the broad- 
custing authorities be called upon by meuns 
of a deputation to take steps tu remedy 
cases of interference, such as that ex- 
perienced from the Dublin tramways system 
and from local power systems. Although, 
he said, they only paid 10s. for a licence, 
they paid much more through the tax on 
their wireless sets and parts. 

Mr. Grundy, in seconding, said that the 
interference in general was really confined 
to the trams. If the proper authorities 
were approached, he believed the causes oi 
interference would be removed. 

Mr. Briscoe said that there were 22,00 
listeners-in in the Free State, and most of 
these were in Dublin City and County. 
Special stress, he thought, should be laid on 
the system of the Dublin United ‘Tramways 
Company. ,

A LADY’S REQUEST.

very bad impression to foreign listeners-in. 

She thought that a discreetly- 
worded resolution should be passed calling 
upon the Advisory Committee to appvint a 
young man with a nice voice as announcer. 
(Hear, hear, and laughter.) 

Mr. W. D. Hogan asked whether the 
broadcasting programmes were officially sup- 
posed to be educational or entertainment. It 
seemed to him that they were purely educa- 
tional and highbrow, whereas they should 
primarily 5 1 entertainment for the 
masses. (Hear, * 

Mr. McAteer, in replying, said that recently 
an appeal had been. broadcast irom 2RN 
asking that listeners-in should write to the 
Advisory Committee offering suggestions for 
the improvement of the programmes. Thirty- 
eight replies were received after a fortnight's 
broadcasting of the appeal, and one member 
of the Advisory Committee had kindly sug- 
ested that that was the sum total oí their 
isteners-in. (Laughter.) -

tion in the Berlin Press, which takes the 
authenticity of the text for granted, despite 
denials from Paris and Brussels. 


Whilst official quarters prefer to await 


official information from the French and Bel- 
gian capitals before taking any diplomatic 
action in the affair, the Berlin newspapers, 
from the Socialist to the extreme Nationalist, 
do not hesitate to indulge in extremely bitter 
comment on this“ outrageous and malevolent 
violation of the League of Nations Covenant 
and the Treaty of Locarno.” 


The allegation that Great Britain is also 


involved by an Anglo-Belgian agreement of 
July 7th, 1927, is regarded by political circles 
as particulariy needing an explanation, as it 
is considered improbable that Great Britain. 
after concluding the Locarno Treaty, should 
have assumed further obligations on behalf of 
France and Belgium by. joining in a one-sided 
agreement against Germany and Holland.

8,000 TONS OF 
POTATOES UNSOLD. 


COOLEY FARMERS IN 
“DESPERATE STATE.” 


PROPOSED NEW 
FACTORY. 
— — 


The plight of Cooley (County Louth) 
farmers, whose greatest industry is potate- 
growing, was described by several speakers 
at a public meeting which was held in Grange 
last Sunday evening, when members of publio 
boards attended. ii was stated that there 
are at present unsold in Cooley eight thou- 
sand tons of last year’s potato crop. 

Mr. Hugh McGee, who presided, said that 
the farmers who had been compelled to ex- 
port their produce because of the Orders of 
the Free State Department of Agriculture 
had at first been getting 2s. per cwt., and 
the price then fell to 1s. 3d., at which sum 
it was certainly uneconomic to grow potatoes. 
Officials of the Department had emphatically 
declared that they did not believe the ban 
ever would be removed. In the past the 
British Government had allowed tatoes 
from scheduled districts into non-scheduled 
districts, provided the potatoes were for con- 
sumption, and this was what Cooley wanted 
from their own Government. 

FOOD FOR PIGS. 

Mr. Joseph Nelson said that they had been 
told that they had turned the corner, but 
the corner which the Cooley farmers had 
turned was that into bankruptcy. They 
were told that they were living in a Free 
State; but they in Cooley were living in a 
desperate state. Three years ago they had 
asked for £8,000 as compensation for the 
growers whose stocks could not be sold, and 
they were refused. There were still 8,000 
tons unsold in Cooley, and was the Govern- 
ment going to allow these to rot while in 
other parts of the country people were 
drowning pigs because they had not food for 
them. 

He estimated the loss to Cooley farmers at 
£15,000, and said that since the first Order 
was issued, fourteen years ago, they had only 
grown the immune varieties of potatoes. 

SCHEDULED DISTRICT. 

They had complied with every Order 
issued ; but the restrictions were still enforced 
as if the district was reeking with black 
scab, which it was not. Instead of 
scheduling a district three miles around the 
farm on which the disease had been found, 
the proper thing was to schedule the farm 
and, if necessary, prevent anything being 
grown upon it. If this was done every 
farmer would be a volunteer to see that the 
Orders were not broken.

He urged that the Government 
astablish a factory in the Dundalk Distillery 
‘now idle) for the extracting of glucose 
alcohol and starch from potatoes, and said 
that, if necessary, Cooley would grow 25,000 
tons of potatoes a year for such a factory, 
and would agree to supply them at a fixed 
nrice.
